BY SENATE. 


MEASURE CABRIES DEFI- 


NITION IN SUN ACT

trust bill, a bill for mandatory 
primaries for 'all political par- 
ties and the medical practice Mil 
by Senator Williams.

anti-trust act, to 


which Was added that monopo- 
lies were, "every agreement or 
act which is against public poK- 
cy." The revised definition is 
based upon the decision of Jus- 
tice Brewer in the northern se- 
curities case where a distinction 
was drawn between reasonable 
and unreasonable combinations. 
As the bill makes it unlawful to 
combine with the intent or effect 
to limit or fix the price or lessen 
the production or sale of any 
product or article oi commerce,

ROOSEVELT TACKLED 
BY BEAL OF TEXAS 


Power Usurpation, Enforced by 
Wielding Big Stick is Charged, 


Washington, 
March 
26.— 


Charging that the President had 
flagrantly usurped the powers 
given him by the Constitution, 
and had repeatedly attempted 
to influence the judiciary, Mr. 
Beal of Texas, in the house to- 
day severely arraigned the chief 
executive. 
He credited 
the 


President with having 'appointed 
three judges of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and 
a majority of the United States 
Circuit and 
District 
Judges. 


"Drawing their source of au- 
thority from him," he declared, 
"and holding their commissions 
from him, he stands in a posi- 
tion to wield a powerful influ- 
ence upon them, though they are 
the representatives of a distinct 
department of the government. 
The President,'' he charged, 
'was not content with the exer- 
cise of the same power exercis- 
ed by Washington, 
Jefferson, 


Jackson, Lincoln, Grant 
and 


VtcKinley, but jn his overpower- 
ing ambition, reaches out with 
eager hand and exercises pow- 
ers not dreamed of by them. 
"Where does he get his author- 
ity?" Mr. Beal demanded to 
know. 
"How does he justify 


his action ?s?" 


The President, he said, made 


two defenses. One was that 
was an inherent power belong- 
ing to all sovereignties

from any power conferred by 
the Constitution; the other was 
that through judicial interpret

SENATE. 


MEASURE CABRIES DEFI- 


NITION IN SUN ACT 


Addition Reads "Every 


merit or Act 
Which 


Against Public Policy. 


Guthrie, March 26. — The sen- 


ate passed finally three import- 
ant measures today: An anti- 
trust bill, a bill for mandatory 
primaries for 'all political par- 
ties and the medical practice Mil 
by Senator Williams. 


The anti-trust bill carries the 
trust definition found in the 
Sherman 
anti-trust act, to 


which Was added that monopo- 
lies were, "every 
agreement or 
act which is against public poK- 
cy." The revised definition is 
based upon the decision of Jus- 
tice Brewer in the northern se- 
curities case where a distinction 
was drawn between reasonable 
and unreasonable combinations. 
As the bill makes it unlawful to 
combine with the intent or effect 
to limit or fix the price or lessen 
the production or sale of any 
product or article oi commerce, 
some of the farmer members of 
the senate were fearful that the 


ROOSEVELT TACKLED 
BY BEAL OF TEXAS., 


Power Usurpation, Enforced by 
Wielding Big Stick is Charged. 


Washington, 
March 
26.— 


Charging that the President had 
flagrantly usurped the powers 
given him by the Constitution, 
and had repeatedly attempted 
to influence the judiciary, Mr. 
Beal of Texas, in the house to- 
day severely arraigned the chief 
executive. 
He credited 
the 


President with having 'appointed 
three judges of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and 
a majority of the "United States 
Circuit and 
District 
Judges. 


"Drawing their source of au- 
thority from him," he declared, 
"and holding their commissions 
from him, he stands in a posi- 
tion to wield a powerful influ- 
ence upon them, though th«y are 
the representatives of a distinct 
department of the government. 
The President,'' he charged, 
"was not content with the exer- 
cise of the same power exercis- 
ed by Washington, 
Jefferson, 


Jackson, Lincoln, Grant 
and 


McKinley, but jn his overpower- 
ing ambition, reaches out with 
eager hand and exercises pow- 
ers not dreamed of by them. 
"Where does he get his author- 
ity?" Mr. Beal demanded to 
know. 
"How does he justify 


his action ?s?" 


The President, he said, made 


two defenses. One was that 
was an inherent power belong- 
ing to all sovereignties apart 
from any power conferred by 
the Constitution; the other was 
that through judicial interpre-

said, sometimes sought to have 
products held for an advantage- 
ous market. It was explained 
that so long as they were not 
against public policy, they were

of monopolizing a commodity, 
could form a trust. 


Any person violating the act 


or advising violations may be 
punished by a fine from $50 to 
$10,000 and 
by imprisonment 


from ten days to ten years.

ceived a vot of 41 ayes, 0 noes 


The mandatory primary elec- 


tion bill was passed after an 
amendment was adopted pro- 
viding that newspapers accept- 
ing political advertising shall be 
required to place at the top of 
such article the name of tne per- 
son, corporation or firm order- 
ing the advertising and the price 
paid for it. Violation of this is 
a misdemeanor. The amend- 
ments by Senator Stafford that
